The Passing of the “Green Lanes.” 


Tt must be at least ten years since I 
wandered, with an old friend on A 
summer's evening, through the Green 
Lanes of Clontarf. Last week; payinz a 
visit to the same old friend, I strolled 
out. for another pipe and chat in the 

surroundings, only, to my 
grieyous disappointment, to find that the 
Green Lanes were no longer there. A few 
traces remained of the old trees, but the 
grassy banks had given way to the concrete 
walls and iron railings which surround a 
new villadom. Hundreds of acres of the 
old, open fields have become the sites of 
bungalows and prettily laid-out gardens; 
but, even with such new evidence of 
domestic happiness before me, I could not 
help a sigh of regret for the sylvan charms 
of ten years ago. 


“Clancy's Cake-Walk.” 


It was only when our stroll brought us 
to the sea road at Dollymouvnt that I 
began to realise the full extent to which 
modern ‘‘urbanisationp’’ is destined, 
sooner or later, to rémove the last traces 
of the rural seaside suburb of ten or 
twenty years ago. With the progress of 
the new twowmile-long sea promenade 
(locally dedicated to its author, the late 
Alderman John Clancy, as ‘“Clancy’s 
Cake Walk’’), this latest piece of mun!- 
cipal enterprise will certainly accelerate 
the process of ‘‘ urbanisation,’’ and help 
to remove the last traces of its ‘‘ green 
lane” hinterland. Now that Bishop 
Plunket has decided to vacate St. Anne’s, 
one can only hope that some means can 
be found to preserve its wonderful five 
hundred acres of demesne lands and tree- 
walks from the hands of the speculative 
builder;.or that, at Jeast, it may be 
“‘ developed ’’ in such a way as to preserve 
most of its wooded surroundings. What- 
ever may be the future of St. Anne’s and 
its demesne, 9ne can be thankful that the 
late Lord Ardilaun devoted so much of 
his wealth to the preservation and 
improvement of one of Dublin’s beauty 
spots, . 


Alexandra Road. 


I wonder how many citizens of Dublin 
can find their wav to Alexandra road, or 
have any idea of the part which it plays 
in the industrial life of Dublin. One of 
Dublin's widest highways, almost a mile 
long, and growing longer every year, the 
road and its surroundings are highly 
creditable to the foresight and enterprise 
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hundreds of acres recently reclaimed from 
the sea. Mr. Mallagh, the Port and 
Docks engineer, is still busy with his 
‘Sand-piper” (a really wonderful 

contrivance) dredging a new 
Dublin from its surrounding sea beds. 
As the destination of several new ‘bus ser- 
vices, the road and its surroundings are 
well worth a visit. 


Telephone Difficulties. 


Among life’s little worries—sometimes 
even big ones—is the receipt of a message 
that you are requested to ring up number 
so-and-so on the telephone, or are called 
to the telephone box without knowing who 
is at the other end of the line.

expression. 

“ Sir Hamilton Harty,” said Mr. Roonev 
‘affirmed recently that music was now as 
complex as it could be, and that the next 
move would be towards simpler forms. When 
that day comes, I believe that the Chant will 
come into its own,” 

Plainsong might be regarded as a vehicle of 
bha expression. At the time of its de- 
velopment, the choir used to sing the Proper 
of the Mass, the Ordinary being, then, sung 
by the congregation. ‘‘ The idea behind the 
attempt to revive the Chant,’’ commented the 
lecturer, “is that the people will once again 
be able to take an active part in the liturgy.”’ 

Dealing with the accusation, frequently 
levelled against Plainsong that it was too 
highbrow, Mr. Rooney declared that it could 
not be regarded as being such, if it was sung 
by everybody 300 years ago. ‘‘Surely,’’ he 
said, ‘‘we are not going to admit that the 
standard of general education is lower than 
it was then.” 

“ Finally.” concluded Mr. Rooney, “the 
Gregorian Chant might be developed as a 
means of preserving universal peace. Nothing 
would so satisfactorily cement the world as 
some common form of song, which could be 
sung together by all its peoples.’’

However that may be, we could ill afford 
to lose him at the present time; for he and 
his company are playing a very necessary part 
in the Jrish theatre. When we think of the 
Irish dramatic movement we are too apt to 
confine our thoughts to the serious pro- 
ductions of the Abbey and the Gate, and to 
forget that in no country is the theatre con- 
fined to serious plays. In Ireland, admittedly, 
their appeal should be wider n in most 
other lands; for not only have we the intelli- 
gentsia of Dublin to draw upon, but a rural 
population which knows nothing of musical 
comedy or revue, and would not be amused 
by them if it did. The countryman is much 
more likely to be interested in a play about 
his own people, provided that it is not too 
abstruse. 


LIGHT STUFF PREFERRED. 

Meanwhile, however, we have our audiences 
in Dublin to think about, and we may as well 
accept the fact that the great majority of the 
people here will never be persuaded to go to 
the Abbey or the Gate for their entertainment. 
They have acquired fas the people in every 
big town acquire) a taste for light, sophisti- 
cated stuff, and it would be impossible at this 
time of the day to alter it. 

Nobody, however, until Mr. O'Dea and his 

company came along, ever has made an effort 
to qater for the people who want amusement 
rather than instruction; that has been left to 
the English touring companies. Some of 
them have been bad and some have been 
good, but they have all gone on the assump- 
tion that they were dealing with English 
people, and the resnit has been not only 
a type of humour and sentiment which is not 
our own, but jokes and topical allusions, 
which must be almost incomprehensible to a 
Dublin audience. 
The success of Jimmy O'Dea is partly due, 
of course, to the fact that he is a first-class 
comedian himself, but partly also because he 
and his company are supplying a want which 
the: English companies can only attempt to 
supply. Dick Forbes is doing the same 
for Cork with almost equal success. They 
are both giving us the kind of entertainment 
that is suited to us—local comedy scenes, 
satire on politicians and public mien and 
Irish songs. The O'Dea company has had 
the courage to substitute Irish step-dancing 
for the customary high-kicking antics of the 
chorus, and the audiences like it better, 


THE MUSIC HALL. 

Tt is difficult, of course, to see how our 
public could be continually catered for in 
this way. There are many large towns in 
Saaleed, and the demand for this type of 
entertainment is such that there is a sarge 
number of touring companies, and a change 
of personnel at theatres every week is 
ensured. Here we are confined to three 
theatres—two in Dublin and one in Cork— 
and the home markét is much too small to 
apply the same system here. 


OIREACHTAS OFFICIAL 
REPORTING STAFF. 


RECENT APPOINTMENTS, 


The following official statement was issued 
yesterday from Government Buildings :'— 
“The two vacancies on the Reporting Staff 
of the Dail have recently been filled. The 
appointments to these posts are made by the 
Ceann ComAairle,. with the concurrence of 
the Minister for F inance, on the recommen- 
dation of the Civil Service Commissioners, 
who test the suitability of the candidates. 
The posts were advertised in the public 
Press, the scale of pay being shown as :— 
£250, rising by increments of £10, to £350, 
for men, and £190, by £7 10s., to £250, for 
women, with cost-of-living bonus in each 
case. Fifteen candidates presented them- 
selves for the competition, eight of whom 
were men, and seven women. ‘Two women 
secured the highest marks at the tests, which 
were the same for both men and women, 
and, having satisfied the Civil Service Com- 
missioners of their suitability in all other 
respects, were recommended by the Com- 
missioners for appointment. This recommen- 
dation was accepted by the Ceann Comhairle 
and the Minister for Finance. The arrange 
ment by which reporters work in pairs when 
taking notes of proceedings in the Houses of 
the Oireachtas is not new. This has always 
been the practice.’’

VIEWS OF JOURNALISTS.

The Institute of Journalists and the 
National Union of Journalists have issued 
the following statement :— 

“The dispute between the Government 
authorities and working journalists is not 
concerned with the met of appointment, 
but with the conditions of emp!oyment. The 
salary scales and conditions of work of the 
Oireachtas reporting staff were fixed by a 
Committee o. the Oireachtas in consultation 
with well-known journalists. The agreement 
arrived at was embodied in a White Paper, 
laid on the table of both Houses, and it was 
provided that the Ceann Comhairle of the 

ail, the Cathaoirleach of the Seanad, and 
the . Minister for Finance should be 
responsible for any variations. The Depart- 
ment of Finance has usurped the functions 
of the Oireachtas, and, without consultation 
with journalists, has considerably reduced 
the salary scale and introduced conditions 
which would bring Parliamentary reporting, 
as it is known in every country, to an end. 
The persons newly recruited are to be the 
servants not of. the Oireachtas, but of the 
Department of Finance, and are to be avail- 
able for reporting work in any part of the 
country. Journalists regard this develop- 
ment as an infringement of a trade agree- 
ment which would not be attempted, without 
prior corsultation, in the ease of any trade 
union. They are also of opinion that it re- 
presents a deliberate attempt to introduce 
cheap labour into State institutions—a policy 
calculated to have serious reactions on ail 
working journalists, 

“No newspaper reporter of standin 
applied for the positions recently adverti 
owing to the alterations in the conditions. 
The statement that. both men and women sat 
for the tests is misleading. Members of the 
Oireachtas are aware that only three women 
participated in a practical test in the Dail.

DANGERS OF MILK. 

TO THE BDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sm,—Your article in to-day’s issue of your 

aper with reference to a milk supply free 

m tubercle bacilli is opportune. For many 
years now I have been trying to point out 
to my Board that tuberculosis, due to in- 
fection from the bovine source, does not 
appear to diminish; on the contrary, 
apparently, we are at a atand-still or, 
perhaps, there is an increase in the number 
of cases. wiping out of tuberculosis 
from the dairy herds in this country is 
probably a matter that at present would cost 
a prodigious amount of money. There is 
little surplus cash, I presume, at present for 
the purpcse; consequently we must do the 
best we can. Boards of health should be in 
a position to give a better price for milk 
supplied to ‘hospitals and sanatoria under 
their charge from cows with a certificate 
from the veterinary surgeon giving in detail 
the number and character of the herd. 

In this county we have more herds 
“tested ” at nt than there were a few 
years ago, Still the Board of Health—except 
ou rare occasions—never receives a tender 
from the owner of such a herd—probably 
because no extra price is given, In recent 
years I have been in the habit of ordering 
asteurised milk for consumption by children. 
gs not in love with the process, as there 
is always the danger of destroying the 
vitamins with too high a temperature, 
especially by persons not skilled in the

DISABILITIES OF FROZEN 
CREDIT. 


Mr. Neville Chamberlain, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, was detained by the debate in 
the House of Commons on the Ottawa agree- 
ments, and was unable to attend the bankers’ 
dinner at the Mansion House, London, last 
night. The absence of the Chancellor is 
believed to be unique in the history of this 
function.

The Lord Mayor, Sir Maurice Jenks, said 
that last year, owing to the unsettled condi- 
tion of financial affairs generally, the banquet 
did not take place, and he thought that 
night’s function celebrated a steady improve- 
ment in the financial affairs of the nation. 
The Government had set an example of honest 
finance, which had re-established Britain's 
title to the financial leadership. of the world. 

Sir Hilton’ Yo said it was noteworthy 
that the pound had been a more stable, and, 
thereforé, a more trustworthy, measure of the 
value of goods than gold .itself. 

“ We have given a new and pregnant mean- 
ing to the old phrase that a pound note is as 
good as gold.”

Wrinkles Worth Knowing. 


Again, salted nuts are delicious, but most 
expensive. Therefore, I shall salt them my- 
self. Brazil nuts, by the way, resent parting 
with their shells, but you can beat them if 
you put them in the oven for a few minutes 
before cracking. If you like them salted, they 
must, like almonds and other nuts with a 
brown skin, be blanched. This is easy :f 
the shelled nuts are placed in a saucepan of 
lukewarm water oat brought to the boil, 
Then drain them, run cold water over them, 
and they slip easily out of their underskins. 
Dry them in a towel. 

The easiest way to brown the blanched 
nuts is this: For each cupful of_nuts place a 
tablespoonful of olive oil in the frying pan 
and make it hot. 

Then place the nuts in a thin even layer 
over the pan, fry them.slowly and stir often 
till they are a delicate brown, Remove them 
at once and drain them on absorbent paper. 
Then sprinkle them well with fine tablesalt 
— SS and spread them to get cool and crisp. If 

you do not serve them at once keep them 
in a jar with an air-tight lid.

Short Hair To Go.

HIS is really not at all difficult to make, 
T and is universally popular at this time 
of the year. 
Required: To each lb. of flour allow six 
ounces of butter, three ounces of castor 

sugar, and a pinch of salt. 
Sieve the flour and salt into a basin, and 


‘pub in the butter, add the sugar, and knead 


all into a perfectly smooth paste. Turn on 
to a floured board and shape into a round 
about half an inch thick, pimch it with the 
fingers round the edges, put it on to a 
greased baking tin, prick all over with a 
fork, and decorate with strips of citron peel, 
or sprinkle with comfits. Bake in a moderate 
oven until a pale brown, which will take 
from twenty to thirty minutes. Do not re- 
move it from the tin until cool.

Prices and Tariffs. 


The Control of Prices Bill passed its 
second reading in Ddil Eireann yesterday. 
Under its provisions the Free State 
Government will establish a Prices Com- 
mission, which will deal with complaints of 


and the retail trades. The Secretary. of 
the Commission will bear the title of 
Controller of Prices, and the body will 
have High Court powers in respect of the 
summoning of witnesses. Much can be 
said on both sides of this problem. 
Normally, any interference with prices 
would be dangerous, inasmuch as State 
control of any kind is undesirable in. 
matters of trade; but since President de 
Valera’s Government has begun to experi- 
ment with tariffs a completely abnormal 
situation has been created in the Free 
State. Nobody knows where he stands. 
On the whole, we think, the average Free 
State trader is as honest as his counter- 
part in any other country. Competition is 
so keen, with the multiplicity of shops 
from which the Free State suffers, that 
“ profiteering,’’ in the ordinary sense of 
the term, is very rare; but, undoubtedly, 
there are dishonest traders who will take 
advantage of the spate of tariffs to increase 
their prices to an unjustifiable degree. If 
the new Commission can check the 
activities of these persons, it will do the 
State some service. | 

By virtue of its fiscal policy the Free 
State Government is creating a widespread 
increase of prices. The latest list of im- 
posts, for example, ranges from coffin- 
plates to camisoles and from Easter eggs to 
tombstones, and we dare say that the in- 
genuity of Mr. Lemass s Department is by 
no means exhausted. Apologists of these 
tariffs argue that they will encourage 
industry and will reduce the 
unemployed; but such 
arguments no sound basis in 
fact. In spite of the Wtarifís—or;

Sinister Chinamen vanished from its 
pages, and even unscrupulous agents from 
Moscow grew suspect to a world steeped in 
the doctrines. of peace, At the samme time 
the new novels became increasingly intel- 
lectualised. Sentiment disappeared—even 
beautiful girls have been employed as the 
criminals—and the murders, now lavishly 
spread over the book, frequently were 
committed on the flimsiest pretexts to 
allow of problems almost mathematical in 
their subtlety. If, indeed, these novels 
are to disappear, what will take their 
place: Shall we hope that, rather than 
return to the glory of arms, as seen in 
imagination, the world will be content 
with the “ simple love-story’’ of the 
ladies’ library, or with novels about the 
League of Nations—which, after all, 
should go far to satisfy the bellicose 
nature of man?

Fruit-Growing. 


The problem of fruit-growing has been 
before the Irish public for many years; 
but progress in this important branch of 
agricultural economy has been lamentably 
slow. Out of the total crop production of 
the Irish Free State only about one 
per cent. consists of fruit; and the con- 
dition of affairs in Northern Ireland is 
very little better, Yet, as a people, our 
consumption of fruit is substantial. The 
Free State imports apples to the annual 
value of more than £200,000, and other raw 
fruit, excluding oranges, to the value of 
some £290,000. Can any appreciable pro- 
portion of this amount be produced at 
home? To this question it is difficult to 
find an answer. Some people insist that 
the Irish climate is unsuitable for fruit- 
growing—for all the evidence of County 
Armagh’s flourishing orchards. Others 
declare that the work of fruit-growing is 
not worth the trouble, as imported supplies 
can be purchased so cheaply; and still 
others merely dismiss the matter as ‘a 
townsman’s fad, . There is little doubt, 
however, that, with proper organisation, 
the national production of fruit of various 
kinds could be increased very usefully. 
Other countries, whose climates are no 
better than the Irish climate, are able to 
satisfy most of their needs out of native 
production. In England and Scotland 
plentiful supplies are grown, partly in the 
open, and partly under glass, and there 
is no reason why Ireland should not be as 
enterprising as her neighbours. On the 
Continent of Europe the traveller is struck 
by the way in which many of the long 
country roads are lined with fruit trees. 
In parts of Germany and Austria huge 
quantities of plums and cherries are grown 
in this manner, and a highly lucrative 
trade is done. Ireland may not be suit- 
able for cherry and plum culture, but 
surely apples and pears could be grown 
with economic, as well as wmsthetic, 
advantage to our people. Nothing could 
be more beautiful than a road bordered 
by blossoming fruit trees. Is the idea not 
worth a trial by one of the Free State's 
County Councils?

A Free Press. 


Recent reports from Spain have 
suggested that the Republican Govern- 
ment has overcome its worst troubles and 
is beginning to be “ broad-based upon the 
people s will.” It has conciliated Cata- 
lonia ; its new institutions seem to be 
working smoothly, and the peasantry has 
acclaimed its large seizures of aristocratic 
estates. Yet one serious flaw exists in this 
picture of apparent progress. A corre- 
spondent of The Times, writing from 
Spain, describes the still sorry plight of 
the Spanish Press. ‘‘ Never in its history,” 
he says, ‘‘ has the national Press suffered 
such vexation, or been the victim of 
arbitrary action to the extent exercised by 
the Republican authorities.” Monarchist 
dictatorships were wont to chastise the 
Spanish newspapers with whips, but the 
new Republic chastises them with 
scorpions. It does not practise censorship 
—it merely suppresses. After the revolt 
in August 115 news organs of various sorts 
were ordered to cease publication, 
although not one of them was . found 
guilty on any charge. Now most of them 
are being allowed to reappear in batches 
of twos and threes, but a considerabl

NO RETIREMENT AND NO 
JUDGESHIP. 


The report has again been revived of the 
imminent retiremené from the Free State 
Cabinet of Mr. James Geoghegan, K.C., 
Minister for Justice. It is further sug- 
gested that he will be appointed to a High 
Court Judgeship. 

Both these statements, I am authori- 
tatively informed, are incorrect. 

It is known that Mr, Geoghegan does 


| 
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not intend to remain in political life. He 
is anxious to return to his work at the 
Bar, but this is not likely to occur for 
some time. At the moment he has had 
added to his responsibilities the duties of 
Minister for Lands and Fisheries owing 
to the illness of Mr. Ruttledge. 

With regard to an appointment to the 
Judicial Bench, the position is that there 
is no vacancy on the Bench at the present 
moment. A rumour was current that a 
vacancy egg occur by the appointment 
of one of the existing judges to the post 
of Governor-General, Upon that point it 
1s very definitely stated that nothing of 
the kind is likely to happen. 

The alternative is that the Govern- 
ment should promote a bill to carry out 
the recommendation of the 
Justice Commission that the 
Court should be strengthened by the addi- 
tion of three judges That recommenda- 
tion was made two years ago, and the late 
Government, mainly on the grounds of 
economy, resolutely declined to promote 
such legislation. It is extremely im- 
probable that the present Government, in 
view of its policy of economy, would 
undertake such a scheme, and, if it did, 
it would be interesting to see what atti- 
tude the Labour Party would take up. 


THERAPEUTIC SUBSTANCES 


BILL. 


The text of the Therapeutic Substances 
Bill, introduced in the Dail by the Free 
State Minister for Local Government on 
Wednesday, was issued yesterday. 
intended to regulate the manufacture. 
import, and sale of therapeutic (including 
prophylactic and diagnostic) substances. 

These substances, in their manufacture 
and importation, are under State contro] 
in Great Britain, France, Germany and 
othér European countries, as well as in 
the United States of America, .With the 
exception. of vaccine lymph and stock 
vaccines, these substances are not generally 
manufactured in the Free State. The 
NEE RE: a“ of vaccine lymph is supervised 
y the Department of Local, Government 
and Publft Health. 

With “bn es to imported’ substances, 
there is definite risk from agencies estab- 
lished by unscrupulous manufacturers for 
the sale of inferior biological products 
which might be not alone worthless, but 
prove a danger. One of the purposes of 
the bill is to ensure purity and potency.

BREAD AND SHIRT. AND 
COLLAR EXPORTS,

LONDONDERRY, Thursday. 


The new Free State duties are a further 
heavy blow to Derry City’s trade. 

The bread tariff will especially have far- 
reaching effects, as well over £1,000 worth 
of aa is weekly exported from Derry to 
the Saorstat. Derry bakery vans cover 
not only Donegal, but even some parts of 
Western Ireland. One firm, in addition, 
exports large quantities of biscuits to 
various parts of the Saorstat. 


The manager of one large concern told | 


me this evening that they had decided to 
approach the Saorstat Ministry about the 
licence mentioned in the exemption clause. 

Derry’s shirt factories will be seriously 
affected by the prohibitive tariff on shirts. 
Exports to the Saorstat have been virtu- 
ally negligible since the imposition of the 
previous tariffs. Mr. Shields, general 
manager of Messrs Tillie and Henderson, 
Derry, who have a branch in Carndonagh, 
Co. Donegal, said the tendency would be 
to stimulate the industry in the Saorstat. 
Large quantities of white stiff collars had 
been sent there, but the tariff would make 
it impossible for outside manufacturers to 
retain this business, especially since the 
Saorstat manufacturers have been steadily 
improving their standard, he said. 

Ar. H. W. Porter, J.P., factory pro- 

rietor, said that firms with Saorstat 
sane IR had to return collars to Derry for 
dressing, as Donegal water was unsuitable, 
and if such collars became dutiable this 
branch of the industry would be hampered.

HERE appear to be good grounds for 
the report that the Sár will 
appoint a Governor-General to take the 
Place of Mr. James MacNeill when he 
vacates the office on the óist oí the present 
month. 

The name of the new occupant of the 
office cannot be ascertained at the moment, 
nor, indeed, is it certain that a definite 
decision has been made. Presumably, the 
person appointed will be a supporter of the 
Government party’s policy, although as 
Governor-General, and in that capacity 
representing the King, he will, of course, 
remain aloof from political activities. 

Most of the names already suggested are 
those of active politicians, but one or two 
have not been prominent in this respect. 

In view of the Government’s attitude 
towards the Oath of Allegiance in the 
Constitution, it is interesting to recall the 
Oaths which, by the terms and instruc- 
tions contained in the Letters Patent, the 
occupant of. the office: is required to take. 
They are two in number. The first. is an 
Oath of Allegiance and the second an 
official Oath. | 


FORMS OF OATH.

Fifth, his heirs and successors,

The official Oath runs :—

THE SWEARING-IN. 


The account of the swearing-in of the 
present Governor-General, as recorded in 
the Dublin Gazette of February 3rd, 1929, 
sets out the procedure in the matter. The 
record states :— : 

“ His Excellency James MacNeill, 
Governor-General of the Irish 
Free State, attended at Leinster 
House this -day, and took. the 
Oaths to be taken by the 
Governor-General on the accept- 
ance of office, which were ad- 
ministered to him by the Chief 
Justice, in the presence of the 
Vice-Presiderit and members of 
the Executive Council, the Judges 
of the Supreme Courts and of the 
High Court, the Speaker of Dail

GILPERTIAN would have been the 

term for describing yesterday's 
debate in the Dail on the new I|.R.A: 
Pensions Bill, had it taken place in 
any other assembly. | 


One is so accustomed now to the strange 
spectacle of the Opposition defending the 
institutions of the State against the 
attacks of the Government, however, that 
it seems no longer out of place. As the 
cynics say, “This is Ireland !”' 

After Mr. Aiken—deceptively _ soft- 
spoken since he assum ministerial 
rank—-had introduced his bill for second 
reading in a bald and hesitant speech 
of fifteen minutes’ duration, Mr. Mulcahy 
exposed the outlook of the Government in 
one of the most extraordinary speeches to 
which it has been the lot of deputies to 
listen. For exactly an hour he read 
document after document bearing the 
imprimatur of the revolutionary leaders 
of 1922 and 1923, with only -the most 
laconic of comments here and there to 
illustrate his points. That was his entire 
speech, but it was a highly effective one. 


READING FOR FIFTY 
MINUTES, 


“I am showing the background of 
authority behind those who were con- 
nected with the civil war, and the rela- 
tions of people in this House to those to 
whom pensions are being granted,’’ Mr. 
Mulcahy explained to the Speaker, when 
he was pulled up after reading steadily 
for fifty minutes. Mr, Fahy suggested 
that, if every document connec with 
the civil war was to be gone into, the 
discussion on the bill would be almost 
interminable. : 

“I give this, not as a history of the 
civil war,” Mr. Mulcahy said, “but as 
showing the attack made upon the institu- 
tions of the country by those le for 
whom it is mse that the Parliament 
should now provide pensions: In a time 
when that organisation is still in existence 
and still declares that those institutions 
should be wiped out, this House is asked 
to provide pensions for its members.”’ 


THEIR OWN NAMES, 


Most of Mr, Mulcahy’s quotations dealt 
with the shooting of members of the 
Oireachtas, and many deputies had the 
eerie experience of hearing their names 
read in lists of persons who were to be 
“shot at sight.’ 

Mr. Aiken had estimated in his open- 
ing speech that the pensions, which will 
operate from April list this year, would 
cost £250,000 for this year and £300,000 
for next year. Mr, “Anthony, while in- 
clined to be sympathetic with any proposal 
which would relieve possible distress, was 
rather daunted by the thought of all this 
expense. He was still more antagonised 
against the bill by the nature of Mr. 

ulcahy’s documents and the fact that 
there was no evidence that the spirit'which 
they revealed had ceased to ‘exist. 

On the other hand, Mr. Hayes was not 
alarmed over the expense of the proposal, 
which he considered well worth while if 
it relieved any hardships caused by the 
civil war. | 

“Although at first blush it seems 
wholly unacceptable,’’ said Mr. Hayes, 
“the principle of the bill might in cer- 
tain circumstances prove not only accept- 
able, but desirable, if it could be en- 
sured that the civil war was really a 
thing of the past, and the threat to the 
State also a thing of the past—if there 
Is an acceptance of the State, either a 
cordial acceptance or a mere acquies- 
cence,’ 


TWO POINTS OF VIEW, 


The unbridgeable gulf between the two 
sides of the House, however, lies in their 
definition of what constitutes the State, 
as Mr. Aiken showed when he stood up 
to reply. Instead of admitting that the 
new pensioners had fought to Seitec? the 
State, he claimed that they had “ fought 
to maintain the State which - Deputy 
Hayes and his party destroyed.”’ 

“I hope for the sake of feeling in this 
country,” he said, “that they will not 
uppose this bill; that would revive very 
bitter memories. The bill is one stép 
forward to a real national unity in titis 
country.” 

On one deputy at least this plea had 
some effect. That was Mr. MacDermot, 
who wanted, however, some undertaking 
that the Government would always ac- 
cept it as a principle that they would 
defend the institutions accepted by the 
majority of the State against armed in- 
terference. That, as it happened, was 
an assurance which Mr, Aiken was not 
prepared to give. 

“ Deputy MacDermot,’’ he said, “can 
always nly on Fianna Fail doing what 
they consider best for Ireland and the 
Irish people.’’ | 

Mr. MacDermot’s confidence in the 
judgment of the Fianna Fail Party 
sould hardly be expected to be great 
enough for him to be won by this reply, 
and Mr. MHayes’s certainly was not. 
“That answer,” he announced, ‘‘ de- 
cides me that I cannot vote for the 
bill.”’ 

The Government, nevertheless, had a 
comfortable majority on a small vote, the 
passed through the second stage 
by sixty-nine votes to forty-eight.

{= Royal Automobile Club issued 
yesterday a list of the principal 
sporting events in the international sport- 
ing calendar for 1933 which have. been 
allotted by the International Sportin 
Committee at the request of the N ational 
Automobile Clubs, acting on behalf of the 
promoters of the various meetings. 

From this list it appears that the Royal 
Automobile Club has decided again to 
hold the International Tourist Trophy 
race in Ulster. The date fixed, Saturday, 
September 2, is a fortnight later than the 
race has been held in previous years, and 
is, in fact, the date on which the chief 
motor cycling race of the Irish season, the 
Ulster Grand Prix, has been held since 
its foundation ten years ago. | 

As the holding of two events of such 
importance within a radius of seven 
miles of the centre of Belfast is obviously 
undesirable, not to say impossible, the 
Ulster Motor Cycle Club has arranged to 
hold, its event a fortnight before the car 
race, Saturday, August 19th, subject to 
the date being sanctioned by the Motor 
Cycle Union of Ireland and the Inter- 
national motor cycling body, and its not 
clashing with any important competition 
on the Continent. 


ULSTER TOURIST TROPHY. 


The Royal Automobile Club came in for 
a considerable amount of criticism because 
of the selection of the Grand Prix date 
for the car race. This criticism has, how- 
ever, been modified by the announcement, 
semi-officially made by the club, that it 
had no desire to change the date of the 
race, and would have respected the vested 
rights of the motor cycle club in the first 
Saturday of September. 

The change was made at the suggestion 
of the Government of Northern Ireland, 
conveyed to the club through the chief of 
the police force. Any suggestion coming 
from such a quarter could not be ignored 
by the club, as the holding of the race 
in Ulster is entirely dependent on the 
good-will of the Government. 

The Royal Irish Automobile Club has 
been allocated. Friday and Saturday, 
August 4th and 5th—the week-end previous 
to the Horse Show—for the holding of 
the Irish International Grand Prix Motor 
Races. One must not conclude from this 
that the revival of the Free State’s motor 
races may be regarded as a certainty. 
Many details, including the important 
one of financial guarantees, must be settled 
before the fixture can be regarded as 
definite, 

In this respect the announcement of the 
Royal Automobile Club in issuing the 
fixture list is significant, ‘‘ The alloca- 
tion of a date does not necessarily mean 
that the event will be carried through, 
this depending On a variety of circum- 
stances, which it is im ible to foresee 
at the time the calendar is compiled.’’ 
This observation applied with special force 
to the Phenix Park events, 


ISLE OF MAN RACES. 


The ‘international calendar also contains 
dates—July 13th and 14th—for the 
“R.A.C. Isle of Man Races.” From this 
one may conclude that the long-continued 
pressure of all classes in the Isle of Man— 
sporting bodies, traders and the insular 
Government—has at length had its result, 
and that the Isle of Man is at last to 
have its car races. Strenuous efforts were 
made by the Isle of Man people to have 
the Tourist Trophy Race decided in the 
island, and many deputations waited on 
the Royal Automobile Club in an effort 
to induce them to make the transfer. The 
failure of those efforts, mainly due to the 
facilities that the Government of Northern 
Ireland granted for the holding of the 
race in their territory, caused the Manx 
people to take another line, and on 
Monday Jast a deputation, headed by the 
Governor of the island, waited on the 
Royal Automobile Club with the sugges- 
tion that a race should be held in the 
island in addition to the Tourist Trophy 
event. This suggestion has been adopted 
by the Club, as the announcement of 
yesterday indicates. 

It is understood that the races will be 
held through the town of Douglas, start- 
ing at the Corporation stand outside the 
town, which the municipal authorities 
erected for the motor cycle races, running 
through the village of. Onchan, 
promenade of Douglas, and the Bucks 
road to the starting point—a circuit of 
four miles.

The Prime Minister, in his 
reply, gave them the encouragement of 
saying that His wg me Government 
would like to do the big thing, while the 
Foreign Secretary presented an able de- 


fence of the policy hitherto pursued by 


Great Britain at Geneva. — Yesterday's 
memorial, in short, was only one more 
evidence of the deep and widespread feel- 
ing which exists in this country in favour 
of a general system of reduced armaments. 

Some of the advocates of disarmament, 
unlike those at yesterday s ceremony, spoil 
a good case by speaking as though Great 
Britain were the chief obstacle to the 
establishment of a system of reduction 
and limitation, whereas the truth, of 
course, is, as the Foreign Secretary re- 
peated yesterday, that she has gone 
further than anyone since the Armistice 
in reduction, and she has already ac- 


| cepted, in common with the United States.

SUCCESS OF JAPANESE 
_ NEGOTIATIONS, 


From Ravuter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
MUKDEN, Thursday. 


RS. MURIEL’ PAWLEY, the nine- 
teen years’ old Irish girl who has 
been held to ransom by Chinese bandits 
for the past six weeks, and Mr. Charles 
Corkran, son of Major-General Sir Charles 
Corkran, were released to-day by their 
captors, and duly handed over to the 
Japanese authorities at Panshan, to the 
north of Newchwang. 

Thus ends one of the most remarkable 
kidnapping stories ever told in fact or 
fiction, and one of the most terrible ex- 
periences that it has ever been the lot vf a 
girl to endure. 

Mrs. Pawley, who had only been 
married three months, was riding on the 
racecourse on the outskirts of Newchwang 
with Mr. Charles Corkran, son of Major- 
General Sir Charles Corkan, and Mr. 
Duncan Macintosh, of Inverness, when 
about twenty armed bandits swooped upon 
the party, who had just dismounted to ex- 
change horses. 

Before they could attempt resistance the 
trio had their hands tied behind their 
backs and were carried away. 


ALARM GIVEN. 


On leaving the racecourse their captors 
were joined by about eighty other bandits. 
After a mile or two Mr. Macintosh suc- 
ceeded in untying his arms, jumped a 
couple of ditches and got away, out- 
distancing his pursuers and escaping their 
bullets. Ha made his way back to New- 
chwang, and Japanese aeroplanes and 
troops were at once despatched in pursuit ; 
but the robbers had managed to get clear 
away with their two remaining captives, 
and for two days the greatest anxiety pre- 
vailed, 

Then came the welcome news that 
former Chinese patients of Dr. Phillips. 
father of the captured girl, had got into 
communication with the bandits. 

They demanded a ransom of £25,000 for 
the girl alone, together with 200 pistols 
and big quantities of ammunition, 100 
gold rings and sixty gold watches. This 
was followed by similar demands in the 
case of Mr. Corkran, the list in his case 
including machine guns. 

The letters threatened first to cut off 
their victims’ ears if the ransom were not 
forthcoming, and later to put them to 
death. 


SURRENDER TERMS, 


The prisoners were kept under close 
guard and moved from time to time. 
British Consular officials pulled every 
possible rope in the hope of obtaining the 
captives’ release, but the hands of every- 
one concerned were very largely tied; for 
nothing could be done that might alarm 
or provoke the bandits, and so endanger 
the life of the young Irishwoman and 
Englishman. 

At last, on October 15th, a Reuter tele- 
gram announced that the safety of the 
captives was definitely assured as a result 
of parleys: with the Japanese inter- 
mediaries, an agreement being reached 
whereby the brigands undertook to release 
the captives for a ransom of £13,000, 250 
pounds of opium, and a supply of winter 
clothing, together with an undertaking 
that they would be incorporated in the 
Manchukuo police. 

The release was effected by members of 

the Japanese patriotic organisation called 
Seigidan. 
Mrs. Pawley’s grandmother, the late 
Mrs. Phillips, was a sister. of Mr. John 
McCann, a well-known Belfast linen 
merchant, and the wife of the Rev. John 
G. Phillips, B.A., who was for a long 
period a missionary of the Irish Presby- 
terian Church in Damascus. Her father, 
Dr. Walter Phillips, is medical missionary 
to the Irish Presbyterian Hospital in 
Newchwang, and for many years has acted 
in this capacity without any monetary 
reward. He was a former student of 
Queen’s College, Belfast. 

Mr. W. M. Fullerton, managing director 
of the Ulster Bank, is a near relative. 


TAKEN TO HOSPITAL. 


The terrible hardships had left their 
mark on Mrs. Pawley, who was taken 
straight to hospital on their arrival in 
Newchwang to-night. She was fatigued 
and feverish from a severe cold, and it is 
expected that she will have to remain in 
hospital for two or three weeks. 

It was partly owing to fears that she 
might die, and that her death might bring 
terrible retribution on their heads, that 
the bandits released: her.

HOPEFUL VIEW OF 
SHIPBUILDING. 


Mr. Walter Runciman, President of the 
British Board of Trade, opening the new 
headquarters of the Incorporated Society 
of Auctioneers and Landed Property 
Agents in London yesterday, said there 
were few industries prospering. There 
were some exceptions, but on the whole the 
great staple industries were passing 
through misfortune deeper than ever 
before. 

The time will come, he said, when the 
ship-owners will have to show their old 
spirit of enterprise, when our present 
rgrchant fleets will be exhausted, and 
then it will be found necessary to replace 
them with vessels of new design and equip- 
ment.

EXPORT TRADE’S 

PLIGHT, 


ALARMING REPORT IN 
CIRCULATION. 
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By A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


HE Dublin Cattle Market yesterday 
was so depressed that, it presented no 
bright spot. Buyers and sellers summed 
up the position in the terse phrase: ‘‘ The 
worst yet.” Late in the day the minds 
of traders were disturbed by reports which 
inquiry last night showed to be ground- 
less—tha: the British Customs authorities 
were fixing £19 as a flat rate of value 
for all cattle imported from the Irish 
Free State, and that the 20 a cent. 
special duty would be calculated on that 
basis. One trader, indeed, received a tele- 
gram from Holyhead which ran: “New 
Order—Cows on deposit of £26, starting 
this morning.” Another trader said that 
the report, if circulated early, would have. 
killed the market. 


“FACED WITH COLLAPSE.” 


Apart from any new restriction, how- 
ever, the market was almost as bad as 
it could be. “ It looks as if we were 
faced with a collapse of the export trade,”’ 
said a leading man. 

“ There were nearly 5,000 animals in 
the market this morning, and not two- 
thirds were .sold,’’ ‘another observed 
gloomily. 

“ But you have the bounty on exported 
beasts ?’’ I suggested. 

“ Tt’s been on some weeks now, but very 
few cross-Channel men have received it, 
although they have been shipping cattle 
since it came into being,” was the reply. 
‘The result is that they buy their cattle 
as if there was no bounty at all, so that 
when the bounty comes it will be like a 
gift or a Christmas box. 

Another man in the market said: ‘‘ The 
subsidy is not going to the farmer. It is 
directed the wrong way. Instead of the 
farmer getting the subsidy, it is going 
to the exporter, who would give as much 
for the cattle without the subsidy.” . 
Apparently the bounty 1s _ bringing 
comfort to. no one, at any rate up to 
the present, though some. exporters ad- 
mitted having had payment of it for one 


week. : 
HOW PRICES RAN. 


Cattle brought to the market yesterday 
numbered up to 4,672, an increase of 
1,082. It was impossible to get a clear- 
ance, even at the lower prices which ruled. 
There was a drop of ls. per cwt. on prime 
cattle and 2s. per cwt. on secondary sorts, 
while there was a fairly large carry-over 
of sheep as well as of cattle. 

“Tt was the worst day we have had 
yet. Last year in the corresponding 
market there were 5,200 cattle on offer, 
and the price was lls. er cwt. 
more than that prevailing this time, 
7,397 sheep were offered to-day,’’ said my 
informant. ‘‘ In the corresponding market 
last year the number was 7,884. The 
price then was 45s.; top price to-day was 
24s. It’s this new tariff business.”’ 


PIGS. 

A pig dealer said: ‘‘ There was a big lot 
of pigs in the market to-day, but we could 
not get through them, and prices were 
bad. Up to the tariff we could always 
sell what we had. The supply was 
abnormal, but the value in price was 4s, 
per cwt. less. A lot were left unsold.”’ 

As a matter of fact, the number of pigs 
for sale was 916, an increase of 150, a fact 
which gives the lower price a more 
sinister aspect. 


PRINCE GEORGE IN. 
EAST END. 


UNEMPLOYED MAN 
CAUSES SCENE. 


While Prince George was opening the 
new wing of the Queen Victoria Seamen's 
Rest, in Jeremiah street, West India Dock 
road, Poplar, last night, unemployed men 
fought the police near the building and 
three arrests were made. 

The first sign of trouble came when the 
Prince’s car arrived at the corner of 
Jeremiah street. Before the crowd had 
realised that Prince George was in the 
car a man shouted: “ Down with the 
means test; we want bread.’’ A police 
inspector moved towards the man and 
warned him, but he held on to some iron 
railings, continued to shout and would not 
go away. 

Cheers for the Prince drowned the man’s 
shouts, and a moment later Prince George 
was in the building. 

As the man would not go away peaceably, 
two policemen. forced him to release his 
hold on the railings, but two men near by, 
under the impression that he had been 
arrested, shouted ‘‘ Rescue him, and a 
fight with the police began. 

The crowd rushed to the scene, and 
mounted and foot policemen went to 
disperse them. People ran away scream- 
ing as the mounted police drove their 
horses on to the pavement. The police 
made three arrests, and marched the men 
to the station in the East India Dock road. 

As a constable was going round a corner, 
a man jumped out of a dgorway, seized 
him round the neck and rained blow after 
blow on him. A mounted policeman 
galloped up, and the assailant jumped on 
to the footboard of a moving lorry. The 
driver, thinking that the man was a 
bandit, accelerated the lorry and tried to 
push him off. Mounted police pursued 
the lorry, but before they could overtake 
it the man had got on to the driver’s seat, 
stepped over the driver, jumped off from 
the other side, and was lost in a side street. 

Prince George and others inside the 
building during the opening ceremony were 
quite unaware of the disturbance. 

The crowd gave the Prince an em- 
thusiastic send-off when he left in his car.

BILL SENT TO SENATE. 
R. SEAN LEMASS, Minister for In- 


dusiry and Commerce, moving the 
second readin of the Finance 
(Customs Duties) (No. 5) Bill, 1932, explained 
that the object of the bill was to give legis- 
lative sanction. to the financial resolution 
passed by the Dail last July, imposing a 
Customs duty of 5s. per 280lb. on flour im- 
ported into the Free State, other than flour 
imported under licence. He suggested that 
any discussion on the flour-milling scheme, 
of which the imposition of that licence was 
a preliminary step, might usefully be deferred 
until the bill embodying the scheme came 
before the Dail. That bill would be circulated 
that day, or the following day. Meantime, 
it was necessafy to get. the present bill 
passed, and he proposed that al} its stages 
should be taken at once, in order that it 
might go to the Senate in sufficient time to 
become law within the time fixed by the 
Constitution. The bill would cease to operate 
when the main Cereals Bill came into effect. 
The second reading was passed and the bill 
was passed through its remaining stages and 
sent to the Senate.

POSITION OF COMMERCIAL 
COMMUNITY. 


The debate was resumed on the second 
stage of the Control of Prices Bill. 

Mr. J. J. BYRNE (Cumann na nGaedheal) 
North Dublin) said that if the commercial 
community were to be dealt with by a 
drastic bill, such as this, it was only fair and 
reasonable to have expected the Minister to 
inform the House as to his reasons for intro- 
ducing the measure. It was a far-reaching 
bill, and meant the imposition of the heavy 
hand of public authority on private enter- 
prise. They were given a bill to deal with 
so-called “‘profiteering,”” but no evidence had 
been given of such “ profiteering.”” Was the 
commercial community not entitled to as fair 
and equitable treatment as any other section 
of the community? They wanted proof of the 
necessity for the introduction of this bill. 
The bill, he said, was not justified, and 
would not be productive of any good effect, 
but rather would be the cause of harm to 
the business section of the communitty. One 
effect of the bill, if it were passed in its 
present form, would be to drive a great 
Een of the business community out of 
misiness. He denied that there was any 
great “‘profiteering’’ in commercial business 
when the rents and rates and labour were 
taken into account. 

Mr. T. Murphy (Labour, Cork) said that 
the bill was necessary, but he thought that 
there were too many avenues of escape left 
open to the person who was charged with 
“ profiteering.’’ He thought that seven days’ 
notice ought to be enough, and not the 
twenty-one days’ notice, to the person 
against whom a charge might be made, and 
that the owner of the business should not 
escape by throwing the responsibility on the 
assistant. 

As an example of what was going on, he 
mentioned that he was a member of a board 
of assistance which received tenders for the 
supply of prime beef at 3d. per Ib., while 
in the shops three times that price was being 
charged. He submitted that there was 
ample evidence of “ profiteering’’ and that 
it should be controlled. 


and said that the tendency would be to 
increase instead of reduce prices.

Small shopkeepers who conducted a 
limited trade had to charge a higher price 
than the large stores. It was possible that 
the effect of the bill would be to drive the 
smaller traders out of business, He men- 
tioned the case of chemists, who conducted a 
limited slow trade, but had larger profits 
than other trades. If as a result of this bill 
prices in chemists’ shops were limited there 
would be very few chemists left in the 
country. 

He thought that the talk about ‘“‘ profiteer- 
ing” was largely exaggerated. Undoubtedly 
excessive prices were being charged in some 
cases, but that was no reason for the outcry 
now raised. 

He welcomed the bill because it would save 
the consumer from the unscrupulous shop- 
keeper, but if it was carried to excess the 
danger was that a considerable number of 
people at present making a livelihood would 
he driven out. It also would tend to increase 
the number of officials in the country, and 
would tend to curtail credit. on which a good 
many people were enabled to carry on from 
time to time. He thought that there was 
too much credit in the country, and that 
led to extravagant living; but it would be 
bad for business if all credit were shut down. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Ind. Lab., Cork) wel- 
comed the bill as a serious endeavour to 
prevent the exploitation of the public by way 
of “ profiteering.”” Aé the same time, he 
wondered if the Minister had the undivided 
support of his own party in the matter, as 
they had Deputy Corry - speaking of the 
scandalous “' profiteering,’’ while the Minister 
himself was rather dubious as to whether or 
not there was ‘‘ profiteering’’ in any shape 
or form going on. He hoped that. there would 
not be the same apathy shown in regard to 
the proposed Commission as was shown 
towards the previous Prices Tribunal which 
was set up by the last Government. When 
that tribunal met in Cork they sat for an 
hour before any witness appeared. 

He mentioned that there were more shops 
per thousand of the population in_ this 
country than in any country in Europe. That 
made for competition, but it was doubtfal 


notice, and made a number of .recommenda- 
t.ons for .the..protection of the public, and 
emphasised the need for continuous investiga- 
tion.o[ prices, but no action was taken by 
thé late Government, The present Govern-

Mr. F. AIKEN, Minister for Finance, 
moving the second reading of the Army 
Pensions Bill, said that the bill ‘was to pro- 
vide wounds and disability pensions, and to 
extend the Pensions Acts of 1923 and 1927.

CARRICK-ON-SHANNON, 


T a special Court here to-day, Philip 
Higgms, Mohill, an elderly man, was 
returned for trial to the Central 

Criminal Court charged with the murder of 
Patrick Cunningham, who died from the 
effects of gunshot wounds in the Richmond 
Hospital, Dublin, om the 8th inst, Mr. 
George Lynch, State Solicitor, prosecuted, 
while Mr, A, » Farrell, solicitor, Longford, 
defended. 

Cunningham’s widow told the Court how 
they came to be evicted from a farm at 
Cattan, near Mohill. After the eviction, she 
said, she went back to the field to ask 
Higgins for some potatoes for the children, as 
she arid her husvand had set the potatoes. 
Higgins, who was in the field digging the 
potatoes, had a shot gun in his hand, and 
warned her that if she came into the field 
he would “ drive the contents into her,” His 
son, “ Paddy,” spoke to him, and she was 
then allowed to dig her dinner of potatoes, 
but all the time Higgins Rept moving the 
gun up and down the ridge. 


SHOT DOWN. 

Later she and her husband were on the 
road when Higgins and his wife and son, who 
were driving cattle, approached them. Mrs. 
Higeins had a reaping hook in her hand, 
while the accused man had a shot- gun, The 
witness carried a stick and her husband a 
fork. Mrs. Higgins, saying ‘‘ We must finish 
it up this evening,’’ attempted to strike her 
husband with the hook, but witness ran be- 
tween them, and the hook struck her on the 
arm. Higgins then ran round her towards her 
husband and fired a shot. Her husband fell. 
As he fell “ Paddy ” Higgins hit his fork with 
a hedge knife and broke it in pieces. 


DAUGHTER’S EVIDENCE. 

Patrick Higgins, son of the accused man, 
said that two years ago his father purchased 
a farm from Edward and Patrick Cunning- 
ham, but they refused to give up possession. 
Possession was subsequently obtained through 
the sheriff. He put his father’s cattle on the 
land on the the 4th October, but Patrick 
Carnningham and hig wife drove them off. 
While he was ene up the cattle he 
heard a shot. When he got to the road 
““ Padd Cunningham was lying on the 
road. is father was standing a yard off 
with the gun in his hand. His mother was 
standing beside Ellen Cunningham. His 
father had a cut an inch and a half long ón 
his right arm. 

Mary Higgins, daughter of the accused 
man, said that she saw Cunningham drive the 
cattle off the land and told her father. She 
went to the house, took out the shotgun, and 
brought it to her father with two cartridges. 
She saw her father and mother return home, 
and seeing someone lying on the road, she 
got on her bicycle and went for the Guards. 

Dr. Allan John Argue, Richmond Hospital, 
Dublin, said that on 5th October Cunningham 
was admitted to the hospital suffering from a 
gunshot wound in the left thigh. The thigh 
bene wag fractured. On the 8th October 
Cunningham died from a clot of blood formed 
in a vein in the region of the wound, which 


was possibly caused by a pellet. 


A THREATENING LETTER. 

Sergeant Edward Roberts, Farnaght, gave 
evidence that the accused man handed him 
on the 9th August last a threatening letter 
which he said he had received through the 
post. Afterwards Higgins applied for a'd 
was granted a firearm’s certificate. 

The witness added that he went to the 
scene of the shooting and dressed Cunning- 
ham’s wounds. Mrs. Cunningham, he said. 
had a wound on her left elbow. The accused 
man was suffering from a cut to the right 
forearm, while his wife had a discoloured eye 
and scratches on her right arm. He took 
the shot-gun from Higgins and fotind that 
it had been used recently. Mrs. Higgins gave 
him five cartridges, and he was handed 
another which was stained with bloed. He 
failed to find the empty cartridge case. 

Detective Reehill deposed to finding a 
broken fork and a stick at the scene of the 
shooting. 

After further evidence the prisoner was 
returned for trial.

A brighter sentiment was apparent at the 
commencement of trading on Wall Street to- 
day, but the market subsequently turned very 
dull, and apart from Railway Stocks the 
general list was somewhat depressed. Busi- 
ness Was again restricted, 

Gains of a point or so were registered soon 
after a firm opening, but the heaviness of 
United States Steel and American Telephone 
then unsettled the remainder of the market. 
As a result the list stid into a slow decline, 
and the previous advances were 
into losses of a similar extent, with Utilities, 
Steels, Farm Implements, and ‘lobaccos 
notably under pressure. | 

Support. for Rails, which appeared in the | 
afternoon, failed to pull the market out of 
its lethargy, and prices fluctuated in an un- 
ceitain manner. feos issues declined 1 to 
5 points, with Tobacco Stocks, which were 
subjected to considerable selling pressure, im- 
posing a drag on the rest of the list. Rail- 
road Shares responded to the continued gain 
shown by the individual reports of freight 
car-loadings—an occurrence which at this 
period of October is contrary to the usual 
seasonal trend. 

Further foreign buying was reported to- 
day, including some purchasing of Rails for 
Swiss account, but the business transacted 


The Railroad group continued to display 
resistance in the late dealings, but the other 
sections moved irregularly lower. The market 
at the close was heavy. 

Brokerage quarters are busy at the moment 
with gossip regarding the probable action of 
United States Steel in connection with the 
dividend on the Preferred Stock. Opinion 
is inchned to be moderately optimistic on the 
theory that the outlook for steel has been 
improved by the better feeling evident among 
the Railroad executives.

The grain market to-day presented a nervous 
and unsettied appearance. Lower cable advices 
had a disturbing effect, while business news was 
featureless. In the late dealings prices rallied on 
scattered short covering and owing to a lightening 
or selling pressure.

Farmer in the Dock. 
From Our Own OORRESrONDENT. 
CARRICK-ON-SHANNON, 


T a special Court here to-day, Philip 
Higgs, Mohill, an elderly man, was 
returned for trial to the Central 

Criminal Court charged with the murder of 
Patrick Cunningham, who died from the 
effects of gunshot wounds in the Richmond 
Hospital, Dublin, on the 8th inst. Mr. 
George Lynch, State Solicitor, prosecuted, 
while Mr, A, -Farrell, solicitor, Longford, 
defended. 

Cunningham’s ‘widew told the Court how 
they came to be evicted from a farm at 
Cattan, near Mohill. After the eviction, she 
said, she went back to the field to ask 
Higgins for some potatoes for the children, as 


Thursday. 


she and her husband had set the potatoes. 


Higgins, who was in the field digging the 
potatoes, had a shot gun in his hand, and 
warned her that if she came into the field 
he would “drive the contents into her.” His 
son, “ Paddy,” spoke to him, and she was 
then allowed to dig her dinner of potatoes, 
but all the time Higgins &ept moving the 
gun up and down the ridge. 


SHOT DOWN. 

Later she and her husband were on the 
road when Higgins and his wife and son, who 
were driving cattle, approached them, Mrs. 
Higgins hada reaping hook in her hand, 
while the accused man had a shot-gun, The 
witness carried a stick and her husband a 
fork. Mrs. Higgins, saying ‘‘ We must finish 
it up this evening,” attempted to strike her 
husband with the hook, but witness ran be- 
tween them, and the hook struck her on the 
arm, Higgins then ran round her towards her 
husband and fired a shot. Her husband fell. 
As he fell "“ Paddy *’ Higgins hit his fork with 
a hedge knife and broke it in pieces. 


DAUGHTER’S EVIDENCE. 

Patrick Higgins, son of the accused. man, 
said that two years ago his father purchased 
a farm from Edward and Patrick Cunning- 
ham, but they refused to give up possession. 
Possession was subsequently obtained through 
the sheriff. He put his father’s cattle on the 
land on the the 4th October, but Patrick 
Cunningham and hig wife drove them off. 
While , * was gathering up the cattle he 
heard a shot. When he got to the road 
‘* Paddy ' Cunningham was lying on the 
road. His father was standing a yard off 
with the gun in his hand. His mother was 
standing beside Ellen Cunningham. His 
father had a cut an inch and a half long on 
his right arm. 

Mary Higgins, daughter of the accused 
man, said that she saw Cunningham drive the 
cattle off the land and told her father. She 
went to the house, took out the shotgun, and 
brought it to her father with two cartridges. 
She saw her father and mother return home, 
and seeing someone lying on the road, she 
got on her bicycle and went for the Guards. 

Dr. Allan Jchn Argue, Richmond Hospital, 
Dublin, said that on 5th October Cunningham 
was admitted to the hospital suffering from a 
gunshot wound in the left thigh. The thigh 
hone was fractured. On the 8th October 
Cunningham died from a clot of blood formed 
in a vein in the region of the wound, which 
was possibly caused by a pellet. 


A THREATENING LETTER. 

Sergeant Edward Roberts, Farnaght, gave 
evidence that the accused man handed him 
on the 9th August last a threatening letter 
which he said he had received through the 
post. Afterwards Higgins applied for a'd 
was granted a firearm’s certificate. 

The witness added that he went to the 
scene of the shooting and dressed Cunning- 
ham’s wounds. Mrs. Cunningham, he said. 
had a wound on her left elbow. The accused 
man was suffering from a cut to the right 
forearm, while his wife had a discoloured eye 
and scratches on her right arm. He took 
the shot-gun from Higgins and fotind that 
it had been used recently. Mrs. Higgins gave 
him five cartridges, and he was handed 
another which was stained with blood. He 
failed to find the empty cartridge case. 

Vetective Reehill deposed to finding a 
broken fork and a stick at the scene of the 
shooting. 

After further evidence the prisoner was 
returned for trial.
